ST. LOUIS LOWEST 
IN TRAFFIC DEATHS 
FOR CITY ITS SIZE 


St. Louis had the lowest traf- 
fic fatality record of any city 
in its classification for the first 
seven months of 1959, the Na- 
tional Safety Council reported 
today. 

There were 2.4 deaths per 
10,000 registered vehicles in St. 
Louis, which led Washington 
and Cleveland in. cities whose 
population ranges between 750,- 
000 and 1,000,000. 

However, 50 persons have been 
killed in traffic accidents here 
this year, compared with 34 in 
the corresponding period of 1958. 

The national traffic death toll 
was 20,430 for the first seven 
months of 1959, a rise of 940 over 
the corresponding period in 1958. 
But the mileage fatality rate this 
year is 5.1 deaths per each 100,- 
000,000 miles of travel, the low- 


est on record. There has been 
|a 5 per cent rise in traffic this 


year.

484 NEW: POLIO 
CASES IN WORST 
WEEK OF YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (UPI) 
—The Government reported yes- 
terday that last week was the 
worst of the year for polio with 
484 new cases, including 284 
paralytic attacks. At the same 
time, Surgeon General Leroy E. 
Burney said new weapons to 
fight polio were within reach. 
Production of “‘live’’ vaccines 
may start in one to two years if 
remaining problems are vigor- 
ously attacked, he said. 

There now have been 3434 po- 
lio cases reported to the United 
States Public Health Service in 
1959. Of these, 2121 were diag- 
nosed as paralytic. Last year at 
the corresponding time, there 
had been 1902 cases, 928 of them 
crippling.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP) 
—Both sides predict a close vote 
in next week’s Senate floor show- 
down on the three major points 
in disagreement on the labor 
regulation bill. 


: 
Senator Barry Goldwater 


(Rep.), Arizona, supporting a 
move for the Senate to instruct 
its conferees to give in to the 
House on the points, estimated 
today that his side would have 
45 to 55 votes. A majority of 
the full Senate is 51. 


Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, offering 
an alternative plan to accept the 
House language in part but with 
some Senate provisos, said he 
was hopeful of victory. 


The Senate floor fight was set 
yesterday when the Senate-House 
conferees finished their ninth 
day of intensive sessions on the 
complex legislation. 


Senate Republican minority 
leader Everett Dirksen of IIlli- 
nois, one of the conferees, an- 
nounced he believed a deadlock 
had been reached on the three 
points and that he was ready 
to go back to the Senate floor. 


Dirksen Files Resolution. 

Dirksen filed a resolution to 
instruct the Senate conferees to 
accept the House provisions on 
*‘no man’s land,”’ secondary boy- 
cotts and organizational picket- 
ing. 

Kennedy said he would have 
preferred to wait until Monday 
before taking this step, but he 
filed a substitute resolution. 


His substitute would put the 
Senate on record in favor of 


compromise proposals on the | 


deadlocked sections. These were 
offered earlier this week by the 
four Senate Demeccrats on the 
conference committee. 


The resolutions are sched'cd 
to be debated Monday, with vot- 
ing to begin perhaps on Tuesday. 

The conferees already have 
agreed on the first six titles of 
the bill dealing with union finan- 
cial operations, elections and 
other internal matters. 

The controversy is over the 
seventh and final title covering 
Taft-Hartley Law changes. Even 
here, several points have been 


settled. | 
Similar in Other Ways. 

The two bills were quite simi- | 
lar in the first six titles, with | 
the Senate bill more stringent | 
in some respects and the House | 
in others. But the House version 
is much broader on the Taft- 
Hartley amendments, containing | 
several strongly opposed by 
unions. 


Kennedy said the Senate ma- |

in Jail, $1000 
Penalty Possible Un- 
der Missouri Statute 
Now in Effect.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 29— 
Minors can be fined or sentenced 
to jail for possession of intoxi- 
cating liquor under a new state 
law in effect today. 

“The law will be a powerful 
deterrent against teen-age drink- 
ing,”” Hollis M. Ketchum, state 
liquor control supervisor, said. 
He added that the state will 
prosecute the act vigorously. 

The new control act, which 
prohibits persons under 21 years 
of age from buying or possessing 
intoxicating liquor or beer, was 
passed by the 1959 Legislature 
and signed by Gov. James T. 
Blair. 

The minimum penalty is a $50 
fine. The maximum penalty is a 
$1000 fine and one year in jail. 

Ketchum pointed out state law 
now bars sales of liquor or beer 
to minors by tavern and liquor 
store operators. 

“Drinking by persons under 
21 years of age has been a con- 
stant problem for all Missouri 
law officers,”’ Ketchum said, 
“The offense usually has been 
connected with automobile driv- 
ing, since most youthful drinkers 
have no place to go except the 
highways or parked cars.” 

Enactment of the new control 
act was indorsed by the Missouri 
State Sheriffs’ Association, the 
Missouri Peace Officers Associa- 
tion and many of the 115 prose- 
cuting attorneys in the state, 
Ketchum said. 

The act was one of more than 
300 new laws which went into 
effect at midnight last night.

Workers in the Fields 


The half-million American migratory farm 
laborers are not the forgotten citizens they 
so often seem to be. Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell has scheduled hearings next month 
on proposed changes in the federal law de- 

to regulate the inter-state recruitment 
of these workers in a manner which will not 
undercut wages, working conditions and trans- 
portation practices in the areas in which they 
are employed. The. ts do not em- 
brace a minimum » or bargaining rights 
and they do not affect Mexican migratory 
workers, now covered by federal law, so they 
may be regarded as the bare fundamentals of 
social justice. : 

The Senate already has held hearings on 

‘ legislation which would set a minimum age 
and a minimum wage for migrants. The 
chairman of the subcommittee, Senator Har- 
rison A. Williams Jr. (Dem.), New Jersey, 
also has announced a tour of migratory labor 
camps after Congress adjourns. Meanwhile 
California, Mary . Delaware and Virginia 
are moving on the level. But there re- 
mains a great deal of opposition, ded 
by the American Farm Bureau Federation. 


American migratory workers constitute al- 
most one-fourth of the 2,200,000 persons who 
work more than 25 days a year on farms. De- 
partment of Labor figures show the number 
is increasing. The department estimates these 
workers earn an average of $892 a year, from 
farm labor and from additional employment. 
This is an income so small that it certainly 
should not be reduced. 


In a typical year, 17,000 of these workers 
register at the migrants’ information center 
in Sikeston, Mo. About 7000 help harvest 
Missouri's cotton, with the aid of several 
thousand more privately recruited in nearby 
states. About 4000 Missourians go each year 
to Michigan to harvest fruit crops. As a gen- 
eral rule, most of the migrants work on “fac- 
tory farms,” which depend seasonally on mi- 
gratory labor. 

Yet these laborers are denied the protec- 
tion of the minimum wage law, unemploy- 
ment insurance, laws covering labor-manage- 
ment relations and most state workmen's 
compensation laws. Often they are not cov- 
ered by state and local health and welfare 
laws, usually because they cannot meet resi- 
dence requirements. The Social Security Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance set-up now cov- 
ers them, however.

Secretary Mitchell’s proposals would re- 
quire the states to certify that there is no 
farm labor available within their boundaries 
before any of their farmers could avail them- 
selves of the services of the U.S. Employ- 
ment Service in recruiting migrants. The 
states also would have to examine crop yield 
estimates to show that migratory labor is es- 
sential. They would have to ascertain that 
the migrants are not offered wages lower 
than those prevailing locally. They would 
have to make sure that reasonably decent 
housing facilities are available, and they also 
would have to make sure of transportation 
facilities equal to those in the areas in which 
the workers are recruited. 

Broadly, these provisions would require 
employers to maintain local standards—which 
in themselves may be distressingly low—for 
the migrants. That is the least that can be 
asked for the protection of migrants and 
local workers, too. At least, the regulations 
would prevent a “contest in misery” in which 
local and migrant workers underbid each 
other in an area in which compensation al- 
ready is far from good. The ultimate answer 
probably is year-around employment. Short 
of that, the migrants deserve better protec- 
tion than they get in their seasonal labors. 


Test at Dollarway 

Gov. Orval Faubus has indicated that he 
would not hesitate to call out the Arkansas 
National Guard if trouble should develop 
when three Negro students enter the Dollar- 
way school near Pine Bluff on Sept. 18. This 
is at least more warning than Little Rock 
had two years ago, when Gov. Faubus refused 
to say what he would do about integration and 
then called out his troops suddenly to pre- 
vent it. 

The Governor is permanently enjoined from 
interfering with integration at Central High 
School in Little Rock and has recently shown 
no disposition to try to storm the blockade 
against his interference in local school affairs. 
At Pine Bluff, the sheriff has promised to 
keep law and order, and the Justice Depart- 
ment ought also to be alert. There should be 
no state obstructionism and there may be 
none, but judging by Gov. Faubus’s record 
and words, Dollarway still could become an- 
other test for federal law and local control 
of schools.

“There 
is a distinct indication that there was tamper- 
ing with this jury,” Mr. Hoban says in con- 
firmation of the statement made earlier by 
Circuit Judge Harold O. Farmer that he had 
received reports on leakage of information 
from the grand jury room. 


It is strange indeed that the jury should 
have prepared and approved its report on 
Monday while on Wednesday, as the hand- 
written document was being typed, Hoban 
should have been informed that two members 
had changed their minds and wanted to de- 
lete the section dealing with Beebe’s finances. 
Judge Farmer properly told the jurors they 
had approved their report and could not 
change it. 

The question is not just who wanted to dis- 
card the report on Beebe’s bank account, 
which the jury called “highly irregular,” but 
why. The records showed that between Jan. 
1, 1952 and this month there were deposits 
of $545,000.in Beebe’s account, a sum about 
seven times his salary for the period. Beebe 
says “there’s not much to explain,” but his 
assertion is not satisfactory to Community 
Progress, Inc., an East Side civic organization. 
This group wants him to explain or resign. A 
simple public explanation by Beebe could 
settle this aspect of the matter.

The main effort at compromise 
has been made by Senator Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts, principal sponsor of the Senate’s 
labor bill, and the three other Democratic 
Senate conferees. Both sides have been ex- 
pressing determination to reach a compromise 
which the liberal Senate bloc and the Repub- 
lican-Southern Democratic coalition in the 
House can accept. But the House conferees 
were not in a position to recede to any great 
extent, because the House already has re- 
jected a mild bill. 

An extremely close vote on the instruction 
of its conferees is in prospect in the Senate. 
Public opinion could make itself felt as it did 
in the House, with Senators forced to go on 
record on a major labor issue. Senators up for 
re-election next year, particularly, would have 
to decide whether to side with the labor lobby- 
ists or the public. The individual who stands 
to be hurt most is Senator Kennedy. If he 
fails to produce an acceptable compromise 
his chances for the Democratic presidential 
nomination may be badly damaged. It will 
not matter how hard he tried. 

The day for decision on whether there will 
be labor legislation at all this session is at 
hand. If the Senate accepts the Landrum- 
Griffin bill President Eisenhower’s approval 
is certain. The more this measure is weak- 

ened the greater the possibility of a veto, with 
little chance of. overriding. There may be 
minor defects in the Landrum-Griffin bill, 
and if a compromise resolves them and saves 
face for Senator Kennedy and his colleagues 
no harm would be done. But the House 
conferees should not surrender on principle; 
their mandate is the 229-201 vote by which 
the House passed the Landrum-Griffin bill 
Aug. 13. 


Sukarno Tries Devaluation 


As the Indonesian inflation worsens Presi- 
dent Sukarno gets more deeply involved in 
juggling the nation’s currency. Now he has 
devalued large denomination bank notes by 
90 per cent and has frozen most big bank 
accounts. He has set the exchange rate at 45 
rupiahs for one American dollar, which makes 
the rupiah worth only one-fourth its former 
official value.. This sort*of manipulation is 
not going to solve the economic problems of 
the young republic; it could even drive some 
already inflation-ridden Indonesians toward 
Communism. Dr. Sukarno badly needs the 
advice of economic and financial experts from 
outside and the courage to take it. 


Black Gold in the Yukon 


In from the derrick, all covered with oil 
And dry as a tick for booze with a kick, 
Came that son of toil, Petroleum Sam ----~ 


Never mind. Verse obviously is not our 
line. But there is a big chance for a latter- 
day Robert W. Service up in the Yukon. 
They’ve struck gas and oil, black gold, 200 
miles north of Dawson. With yellow gold going 
to Fort Knox or to Europe these days, this 
ought to be better news than a repetition of 
the chillingly romantic gold strike in the Daw- 
son country back in 1898. 


Still, it’s not likely that there will be a new 
crop of frost-bitten sourdoughs, sledge dogs, 
and lady friends, all known as Lou. In an- 
nouncing the strike, Canada’s Minister of Re- 
sources, Alvin Hamilton, said the discovery 
was made by Western Minerals, one of eight 
companies with leases in the Eagle Plain res- 
ervation. The others still are drilling. So 
no claim-staking and no grub-staking either. 
Malemutes are not likely to come back to 
story and glory even though Canada is build- 
ing a 200-mile road from Dawson to the edge 
of the reservation. Drilling-equipment went 
in last year over the frozen wastes by tractor 
train, and helicopters have been bringing 
sample bores out to White Horse. 

The oil will go 450 miles by pipeline to a 
Pacific tidewater port, open to tankers 12 
months in the year. All very modern, very 
efficient, and no doubt a timely warning to 
Arabs who sometimes act as though they had 
a corner on oil. If the new Yukon field turns 
out to be a really big one, oil company em- 
ployes will be going there just the way they 
go to Iran, by plane. The difference will be 
snow instead of sand, central heating instead 
of air-conditioning. But a new Bard of the 
North ought to take new ways in stride. To

Political Scientist Proposes ‘W eighted Votes’ for Equal Representation in Legislatures

This is a proposal to attain equality 
of representation in state legislatures 
by so weighing or multiplying each 
representative’s votes on legislative 
enactments that his votes would be 
proportional to (or the same as) his 
popular vote. 


In order that all citizen votes be 
included in the weighing without den- 
nying the electors an adequate choice 
of representative, the IHinois system

The counting of such votes by the 
electronic roll call now used by the 
Illinois House of Representatives 
would be no problem in Illinois nor

record almost instantly the vote of 
each member in hundreds of thov- 
sands. as easily as it can record a 
single one. 


By way of example: [Illinois now 
has 59 Representative Districts and 177 
representatives in the General As- 
sembly.

Much of the legislators’ work is that 
on committees. For most of this work 
weighted votes would not be appropr'- 
ate and would not be used. Editing 
inspections, and investigations would 
be the finding of facts as distinguished 
from establishing policies. This kind o/ 
work, like that done by a jury, would 
be work of individual minds and the 
reports would be of individuals. 

Such weighting of votes is not nev 
It has been done for years in business 
In corporation meetings each share- 
holder votes the number of shares he 
owns or for which he holds proxies. 
Labor union federation delegates vote 
the membership strength of their re- 
spective unions. In politics, state law 
in Illinois for years has required each 
member of political party committees 
“to have one: vote for each ballot 
voted in his (district) by the primary 
electors of his party” in the preceding 
primary election. 

In fact weighting may not and can 
not be escaped. Either the votes of 
legislators must be weighted, as here 
proposed to equalize the representa- 
tion of the people, or the people them- 
selves are necessarily weighted so that 
the legislators may enjay social-club- 
like equality regardless of the number 
of people each may represent. Un-

It is designed to project 3429 
acres along the Mississippi _riy- 
erfront against a flood Stage of 
up to 52 feet. 


In his veto message, the 
President said the bil] passed 
by Congress included 67 un- 
budgeted projects. 

Ultimate Cost High. 


Although the cost of these un- 
dertakings would be relatively 

small in the current fiscal year, 
amounting only to about $350,- 
000,000, their ultimate cost would 
exceed more than $800,000,000, 
Mr. Eisenhower said. 

He urged Congress to pass a 
new bill appropriating funds to 
finance only projects now under 
construction “and other going 
programs.” 

The only Missouri projects for 
which funds were provided in 
the vetoed bill but which were 
not included in the President's 
budget were: 

Construction of agricultural 
levees in the Des Moines and 
Mississippi Levee District, $50,- 
080, and planning a levee in the 
Marion County Drainage Dis- 
trict, $73,000. 

Three other major projects in 
the St. Louis area, in addition to 
the St. Louis flood control proj- 
ect, were included in both the 
President’s budget and the Riv- 
ers and Harbors Bill. The proj- 
ects and appropriations for each 
were: 

Dam at Chain of Rocks, 

Continuing work jon a rockfill 
dam across the Mississippi river 

t ‘Chain of Rocks, $1,758,000; 
cominuing construction of a 
fl control system for East St. 
Louig and vicinfty, $2,300,000, and 
navigation work on the Missouri 
rivér from Kansas City to the 
mouth of the river north of St. 
Louis, $3,475,000. 


The appropriation for the East | 
St. Louis project, which is part | 
of the Illinois river projects, 
was in addition to appropriations 
provided by the bill for projects 
in Missouri. 

Other Missouri projects in- 
cluded in both the President's 
budget and the Rivers and Har- 
bors Bill were: 

Navigation work on the Mis- 
souri river from Kansas City 
to Omaha, $2,800,000. Multiple 
purpose projects: Table Rock 
dam and reservoir, $2,000,000; 
Stockton dam (planning), $150,- 
000 


Other Projects. 

Flood control projects: Pomme 
de Terre dam, $4,000,000; Bear 
creek at Hannibal, $1,032,000; 
Canton, $720,000; Fabius River 
Drainage District, $500,000; Lit- 
tle river basin, $345,000; Bird’s 
Point — New Madrid floodgate, 
$260,000; Cape Girardeau, $157,- 
000, and Kasinger dam, $150,000. 

The flood control system on 
the East Side is designed to pro- 
tect 111 square miles around 
East St. Louis, Granite City, 
Madison and Venice from a 52- 
foot flood stage on the Missis- 
sippi. 

The project, with an estimated 
total cost in excess uf $23,700,000, 
is expected to be 57.2 per cent 
complete by next July. 

Funds for the project were 
included both in Mz. Eisenhow- 
er’s budget and the vetoed ap- 
propriation bill. 

The third major project under 
way in the St. Louis area is 
the rockfill dam at Chain of 
Rocks. 


Funds were voted last year for 
a start on construction of the 
dam, which is intended to re- 
lieve low-water conditions on the 
Mississippi below Alton dam. 

Total cost is estimated at $6,- 
300,000 and the project is ex- 
pected to be about one-third 
completed by next July it funds 
are made available to continue 
work in this fiscal year. 


A total of $1,000,000 for the 
Wood River Drainage and Levee 
District and $2,640,000 for the 
Carlyle (Ill.) reservoir were in- 
cluded in the vetoed Rivers and 
Harbors Bill. 

Two Senators Critical. 

In Washington, Missouri's 
Democratic Senators expressed 
disappointment at the Presi- 
dent’s veto. Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. described the ac- 
tion as ‘‘short-sighted.”’ 

Senator Stuart Symington said 
there is ‘‘an excellent chance” 
that Congress will override the 
veto. Both joined in urging that 
the veto be overridden. 

Hennings, who was chairman 
of the Missouri Basin Survey 
Commission which made a study 
of water resources needs through- 
out the Missouri valley eight 
years ago, said: 

“T am disappointed and I know 
thousands of flood-plagued Mis- 
sourians are equally disappoint- 
ed. Dollars spent on flood pro- 
tection and water development 
projects are dollars invested in 
the future growth of the nation.” 

Symington described the veto 
as “further evidence that the 
President believes the right pol- 
icy for this country at this time 
is one of retrenchment. 

“I cannot agree with him, 
especially because I know what 
this veto will mean to the future 
plans of St. Louis and Missouri.” 
He expressed fear that the veto 
would have “some negative ef- 
fect” on the Mutual amar 
(foreign aid) appropriations
